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MHB A leads the way through 
decades of vibrant growth 


Since 1929, the Maryland Horse Breeders Associa¬ 
tion (MHBA) has been the leading horse industry ad¬ 
vocate within the state of Maryland. It functions as an 
informational resource for horse breeders and owners, 
the media, community and governmental organiza¬ 
tions, and the general public. 

As a service organization, the MHBA provides in¬ 
dustry information, educational opportunities and leg¬ 
islative representation to its nearly 1,000 breeder-owner 
members, who include Thoroughbred breeders, own¬ 
ers of race horses, steeplechase and hunt enthusiasts, 
and others with horse involvement. 

The main purposes of the MHBA have always been 
to encourage, promote, protect and improve the horse 
breeding industry in Maryland. While emphasis tradi¬ 
tionally has been placed on the production of Thor¬ 
oughbred race horses, the MHBA encourages all sports 
relating to the use of horses. 

Maryland — a Thoroughbred state 

Marylanders have been breeding and racing Thor¬ 
oughbred horses for more than 250 years. From the 
famed 18th century race mare and producer Selima (by 
the Thoroughbred foundation sire the Godolphin Barb) 
to such 20th century champions as Gallant Fox, Oma¬ 
ha, Native Dancer, Nashua, Kelso, Ruffian and Spectac¬ 
ular Bid, Maryland-owned Thoroughbreds have been 
providing both excitement and profits for Free Staters. 

Maryland is birthplace of two-time Horses of the 
Year Challedon and Cigar, in addition to Geisha and 
Miss Disco, dams of two of the most influential sires of 
modern times. Native Dancer and Bold Ruler, respec¬ 
tively. The great Northern Dancer stood most of his re¬ 
markable stud career in Chesapeake City. 

The long list of famous Thoroughbred nurseries and 
training centers in Maryland includes Alfred Vanderbilt's 
Sagamore, William Walden's Bowling Brook, the Labrot 
family's Holly Beach, E.R Taylor's Windfields and its 
modern counterpart Northview Stallion Station, the 
Pons family's Country Life, Fair Hill Training Center, etc. 


While Maryland's Subscription Plate was run as ear¬ 
ly as 1721, organized Thoroughbred racing began with 
the establishment of the Maryland Jockey Club at An¬ 
napolis in 1743. Following the Civil War, this associa¬ 
tion built Pimlico race course in Baltimore, which 
opened in 1870 and still operates as America's second- 
oldest track. 

Today Maryland boasts spring and summer racing 
at Pimlico, home of the Preakness Stakes (the second 
jewel in racing's Triple Crown), and fall and winter rac¬ 
ing at beautiful Laurel Park, home to several major 
stakes races each year, including the Frank J. De Francis 
Memorial Dash. Each summer there are ten days of 
Thoroughbred racing at the Maryland State Fair at Tim- 
onium. 

Turf and jumping race programs are held at Fair 
Hill, the nation's first pari-mutuel steeplechase course, 
which also hosts three-phase and driving competitions. 
In addition, Maryland supports half a dozen point-to- 
point hunt meets during the spring, evidence of 
healthy secondary Thoroughbred markets. 

Maryland has moderate winters and consistent rain¬ 
fall, excellent soils, a favorable political climate for the 
horse business, over 150 Thoroughbred stallions, well- 
managed breeding and boarding farms, incentive pro¬ 
grams that award nearly $4 million for Maryland horses 
and a number of modern, accessible training centers. 

Horse breeding — a viable agricultural tradition with 
significant economic impact 

Horse breeding and horse racing have an economic 
impact on the state that more than triples all other 
sports combined, and comprised 78 percent of the total 
estimated annual sports impact of $1.1 billion, accord¬ 
ing to the latest report by the Governor's Special Com¬ 
mission on Professional Sports and the Economy. 

The overall economic impact of horse breeding and 
racing in Maryland is estimated to be about $1 billion 
annually, with the breeding component representative 
of about half that total; employment in the racing in- 
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dustry is estimated to be about 17,000. This does not in¬ 
clude the pleasure horse industry, which involves thou¬ 
sands of participants and about $500 million in addi¬ 
tional economic impact. 

Horse farms in Maryland occupy over 200,000 acres 
of farmland, preserving valued green space and serv¬ 
ing as a buffer to development. They are a critical ele¬ 
ment in the maintenance of the state's agricultural her¬ 
itage. 

The Maryland Fund and Maryland Million 

To support Maryland's Thoroughbred market, MHBA 
has developed (and administers) several innovative 
programs. Both the Maryland Fund (begun in 1962, for 
Maryland-breds) and the Maryland Million (1985, for 
Maryland-sired horses) were the first programs of their 
kind. 

The Maryland Fund (Maryland-bred Race Fund and 
Maryland-bred Race Program) is a Thoroughbred 
breeding development and incentive program estab¬ 
lished in 1962 by the Maryland General Assembly. The 
Fund receives a percentage of the dollars wagered on 
racing in Maryland each year, which is then appor¬ 
tioned, according to a formula, between (a) purses for 
races involving Maryland-bred horses and (b) award 
payments earned by breeders, owners and stallions for 
race horses bred in Maryland. 

The Maryland Fund was suggested to the legislature 
by the Maryland Horse Breeders Association as an in¬ 
novative way to promote and improve the state's 
breeding industry and to help supply runners to Mary¬ 
land tracks. Maryland was the first state to have such a 
program and, as a result, Maryland's law served as a 
model for some 27 state-legislated incentive programs 
across the country. 

When the Maryland Fund was the only program 
around, in the early 1960s, it clearly had an impact on 
the size of Maryland's foal crop. By 1964, Maryland foal 
production had jumped 32 percent. Maryland's breed 
incentive fund is carefully structured so as not to subsi¬ 
dize the production of horses that could be termed "un¬ 
economic," but rather to encourage improvement in 
the quality of stallions and mares. Unlike the majority 
of states with incentive programs, Maryland continues 
to produce foal crops of substantial commercial market 
value. About 50 percent of the races in the state are won 
by Maryland-breds. State-breds win the majority of 
claiming races, regardless of level, and 56 percent of all 
allowance races. In addition, Maryland-bred yearlings 
command a premium at public auctions in Maryland. 

The Maryland Fund distributes money in four cate¬ 
gories: 1) bonuses paid to the breeders of successful 
race horses bred in the state, 2) bonuses paid to the 
owners of successful race horses bred in the state, 3) 
bonuses paid to the owners of stallions that sire suc¬ 


cessful race horses bred in the state, and 4) purses for 
restricted races (stakes) for horses bred in the state. 

The Maryland Million is a stallion stakes program 
that culminates each fall in a single celebration, Mary¬ 
land Million Day, now second only to the Preakness 
among Maryland's major racing events. Maryland Mil¬ 
lion Day features races for all divisions, restricted to 
nominated progeny of nominated Maryland sires, with 
$1 million in purses and awards. 

Spreading the word — promoting and supporting 
Maryland's horse industry 

Since 1936, the Maryland Horse Breeders Associa¬ 
tion has utilized publications as a means of promoting 
the horse industry and encouraging horse breeding 
and participation in horse sports. For many years, the 
MHBA published the award winning monthly maga¬ 
zine The Maryland Horse , which is now a monthly 
newsletter for members of the association. 

Recognizing the growing regionalization of the 
Thoroughbred industry, the MHBA now publishes 
Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred , a four-color monthly maga¬ 
zine that covers racing and breeding in Maryland and 
throughout the region and helps reinforce Maryland's 
image as the pre-eminent breeding state on the East 
Coast. The Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred is recognized as 
the premier monthly Thoroughbred trade publication. 

In addition, the MHBA publishes an annual guide to 
Thoroughbred farms in Maryland, a service directory 
providing product and service information to the entire 
horse industry in the state, and various posters, 
brochures and guides that educate the public about rac¬ 
ing and breeding in Maryland. 

The MHBA also maintains an extensive equine li¬ 
brary at its offices in Timonium. This library, with its 
collections of books, periodicals and videos, is open to 
MHBA members and to the general public. 

In 1988, the Maryland Horse Breeders Association 
chartered the Maryland Horse Industry Foundation to 
serve various educational and charitable needs of the 
Maryland horse industry. Foundation projects include 
maintenance and expansion of the MHBA library, assis¬ 
tance to substance abuse programs for farm employees, 
support for scientific and veterinary research, and spe¬ 
cial grants for a variety of related causes. The Founda¬ 
tion is nonprofit and tax-exempt under Section 501(c) 
(3) of the Internal Revenue Code, so that contributions 
and gifts are fully tax-deductible to the extent allowed 
by law. 

In addition, the MHBA has played a key role in the 
development of the Maryland Horse Council, estab¬ 
lished in 1984 to serve the common interests of all horse 
organizations in Maryland. The MHBA continues to be 
an active member of the MHC and provide support for 
its various activities. **

Maryland-bred rules of registration and fees 

.49 Rewards to Breeders—Maryland-bred Rules 

A. To be eligible to start in races exclusively for horses bred in Maryland, each horse shall be regis¬ 
tered with the Maryland Horse Breeders Association. To qualify for registration, the horse shall be a 
Thoroughbred, eligible for registration with The Jockey Club and have been foaled in the State of Mary¬ 
land. In addition, unless the breeder is a resident of the State, or maintains his breeding stock continually 
in the State, the horse shall be either the produce of a mare having conceived in Maryland the previous 
season, or of a mare sent into the State to foal and covered by a Maryland stallion the season of the birth 
of the foal. 

B. A horse is bred where it is foaled. The breeder is the owner of the dam at the time of foaling. 

C. Any owner or breeder may appeal the refusal of the Maryland Horse Breeders Association to reg¬ 
ister a horse under this rule to the Maryland Racing Commission, and the decision of the Commission 
shall be final.

Tenski arranged her own corona¬ 
tion in the Grade 1 Queen Elizabeth II 
Challenge Cup Invitational Stakes on 
October 10, opening day of the 
Keeneland fall meeting. 

With two graded grass stakes wins at 
Saratoga already to her credit, the 
Maryland-bred daughter of Polish 
Numbers stepped up to become the sea¬ 
son's top 3-year-old distaff turf per¬ 
former in North America. On the Inter¬ 
national Classifications for 3-year-olds, 
Tenski would be weighted at 118 
pounds, six less than the top-rated filly, 
U.S. dirt performer Banshee Breeze. 

Her record on the grass was nearly 
perfect: five wins and one second in 
seven outings. But Tenski was versatile 
as well as brilliant last season at 3, scor¬ 
ing easily at distances ranging from six 
furlongs to a mile and an eighth, over a 
sloppy track and on firm turf. Her sea¬ 
son's earnings were $507,310. 

She made her 1998 debut in an al¬ 
lowance sprint at Aqueduct on Febru¬ 
ary 5, and coasted home 14 and a half 
lengths in front of her rivals. Taking im¬ 
mediately to the turf, in an allowance 


event at Belmont on July 4, Tenski 
launched a four-race winning streak 
that encompassed two allowance wins 
and Saratoga's Lake George Stakes and 
Lake Placid Handicap (both Grade 3). 
Runner-up to Pharatta (Ire) in Bel¬ 
mont's Garden City Breeders' Cup 
Handicap-G2 on September 13, she re¬ 
turned to win the Queen Elizabeth II 
Stakes, then ended the season on a 
down note, finishing next to last in San¬ 
ta Anita's Yellow Ribbon Stakes-Gl on 
November 8, won by older mare Fiji, 
the leading candidate for champion turf 
mare honors. 

Surgery to remove an ankle chip fol¬ 
lowing that race was successful, but the 
Maryland-bred champion will likely 
race no more. She is booked to the stal¬ 
lion Kris S. in 1999; a return to the track 
is possible if she fails to conceive. 

Tenski is owned by Richard L. Gold¬ 
en, whose Sycamore Hall Farm in 
Chesapeake City is just a few miles 
down the road from North view Stallion 
Station, where leading Mid-Atlantic sire 
Polish Numbers holds court. Golden is 
managing partner of Northview. 

Golden purchased Tenski privately 
as a weanling from her breeders. Dr. 
and Mrs. Tom Bowman and Victor Ives. 
(Dr. Bowman is also a part-owner of 
Northview, and Ives was the farm's 
general manager until last January). 

Tenski is the third foal and first 
stakes winner for her dam. Miss Rudy 
T. (by Lord Gaylord), a stakes-placed 
earner of $78,566. Still owned by the 
Bowmans and Ives, Miss Rudy T. re¬ 
sides at the Bowmans' Dance Forth 
Farm in Chestertown, where she pro¬ 
duced a full brother to Tenski in 1998; 
she is due to foal again to Polish Num¬ 
bers in early May and will be bred back 
to either Polish Numbers or Partner's 
Hero. 

Tenski was conditioned throughout 
her career by Linda Rice, who is the sec¬ 
ond female trainer to develop a Mary- 
land-bred horse of the year. The first 
was Katy Voss, who trained Twixt to 
that honor in 1973 and '74.

If this powerful chestnut colt's 
name seems misleading, just call him by 
his nickname: Trucker. 

Barreling toward a three and three- 
quarter length victory in the Maryland 
Juvenile Championship on December 
26, Trucker. . . ah. Red Star Rose. . . 
owned the road. 

A son of former Corbett Farm stal¬ 
lion Proud Truth, who has been moved 
to Panama for the 1999 breeding season. 
Red Star Rose was bred by longtime 
Maryland horsemen Albert and Randy 
Cohen and races in the name of their 
Hickory Plains Farm, located near Fred¬ 
erick. 

The Cohens purchased Red Star 
Rose's dam Rose Rouge (by Star de 
Naskra) for $10,500 at a 1985 Florida 2- 
year-olds in training sale. Rose Rouge 
started eight times, winning twice and 
once finishing second for earnings of 
$33,100 before joining the Hickory 
Plains broodmare band. Red Star Rose 
is her eighth foal and first stakes per¬ 
former. 

Red Star Rose won at first asking in a 
maiden special at Colonial Downs on 
September 24 and returned to finish a 
rallying second (to Pulling Punches, a 
Pennsylvania-bred) in the Maryland 
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Million Nursery. He had a bad trip in 
his next start, a Laurel allowance race 
on October 29, his only off-the-board 
finish. Then he prepped for the mile 
and an eighth Juvenile Championship 
(his first attempt at a distance) with a 
close second, to Pettit's Quest, in the 
seven-furlong Rollicking Stakes at Lau¬ 
rel on December 5. 

From five juvenile starts. Red Star 
Rose bankrolled $103,190.

IVlagic Broad continues an unprece¬ 
dented streak of success for Robert Mey¬ 
erhoff, as his eighth homebred to earn at 
least one Maryland-bred championship 
title within the past 13 seasons. 

A daughter of Meyerhoff's 1986-'87 
Maryland-bred horse of the year Broad 
Brush, who stands at Gainesway in 
Kentucky, Magic Broad is the third 
Broad Brush offspring to earn such dis¬ 
tinction for Meyerhoff. (The other two 
being the brother and sister duo of Con¬ 
cern, 1994 horse of the year and cham¬ 
pion 3-year-old colt, and Tennis Lady, 
1993 champion 3-year-old filly). 

Meyerhoff's additional champions 
are Valley Crossing, Hay Halo (a half- 
brother to Broad Brush), Star Minister 
and Clash by Night. Every one of them 
has been trained throughout his or her 
career by Richard W. Small. 

Magic Broad captured a maiden spe¬ 
cial weights race at a mile on the turf at 
Colonial Downs on September 14, in 
her fourth start, and returned to place a 
close second in Colonial Downs's Tip¬ 
pett Stakes, under identical conditions. 
She started four more times as a 2-year- 


old, and added three victories, each 
time as favorite: a ten-length allowance 
score at Meadowlands on October 23; a 
four and a quarter-length triumph in 
Laurel's Grade 3 Selima Stakes on No¬ 
vember 1; and a hard-fought finale in 
the Maryland Juvenile Filly Champi¬ 
onship on December 26. Her season's 
earnings, from six wins or placings in 
nine starts, were $163,590. 

Meyerhoff purchased Magic Broad's 
dam Illeria (by Stop the Music) at the 
1994 Keeneland November sale for 
$350,000 (in foal to Affirmed). Illeria has 
2-year-old and yearling colts by Broad 
Brush, is in foal for 1999 to Concern, 
and is booked back to Broad Brush.

The 
McGinneses purchased the colt's dam 
Jolly Polka (by Nice Dancer), in foal to 
Northern Wolf, for $7,700 at a 1992 Tim- 
onium auction. The McGinneses con¬ 
signed Greenspring Willy to the 1996 
Eastern Fall Yearling sale, where he was 
bought on a $10,000 bid by Baltimore la¬ 
bor lawyer Alvin Akman. 

The champion campaigns for Post 
Time, a partnership consisting of Ak¬ 
man and his colleagues William 
Hirschfield, Henry Rosenberg, Jack 
Luskin, Joseph Brazius and Jasper Snell. 

Greenspring Willy was the last of 
many outstanding performers devel¬ 
oped by the late Dick Dutrow, who a 
decade ago conditioned Akman's re¬ 
markable multiple graded stakes win¬ 
ner King's Swan. Dutrow was only 61 
when he died of cancer in February.

Triple Crown stardom is the dream 
of most Thoroughbred owners, but 
many would be satisfied—make that 
thrilled(!)—to have a 3-year-old like 
Greenspring Willy. The gritty son of 
Northview Stallion Station's pensioner 
Smarten ran his heart out from January 
through December, winning five stakes 
and only twice finishing off the board 
(both fourth-place finishes) in 14 starts, 
while amassing $240,306. 

The highlight of his campaign was 
the Maryland Department of Business 
& Economic Development Maryland 
Million Sprint Handicap, in which he 
trounced a field of ten older horses by 
more than two lengths. Kept strictly at 
sprinting distances. Greenspring Willy 
also annexed the Goss L. Stryker, Harri- 
man. Linkage and Bowie Stakes, all in 
Maryland. 


1 artner's Hero had big shoes to fill 
from the time he entered the world five 
years ago at David and Jo Ann Hayden's 
Dark Hollow Farm in Upperco. And 
unlike all too many heirs apparent, he 
seemed to find them a comfortable fit. 

A half-brother to 1989 Eclipse award¬ 
winning sprinter and $2,194,206-earner 
Safely Kept—arguably the best, and 
definitely the richest, race mare ever 
produced in this state. Partner's Hero 
recently completed a three-year career 
during which he won five stakes, in- 
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eluding the Grade 2 Kentucky Cup 
Sprint, and earned $554,731. 

His 4-year-old campaign consisted 
of 13 starts, all sprint stakes, at eight dif¬ 
ferent race tracks. In the course of those 
travels, he won Turfway Park's Hansel 
Stakes (while equalling the track record 
for six furlongs) and Marfa Handicap 
and the Phoenix Breeders' Cup Stakes 
at Keeneland and placed in four added- 
money races, three of them Grade 2. His 
1998 earnings—$279,831—made it his 
top-earning season. 

It's a tale that's been told again and 
again: how David Hayden (the owner 
of an advertising firm) and Jo Ann Hay¬ 
den (an elementary school teacher), 
claimed Safely Home (by Winning Hit) 
at now-defunct Bowie race track for 
$11,500. Safely Home's fourth foal. Safe¬ 
ly Kept, was sired by Horatius (stud fee, 
$3,000), and sold privately by the Hay¬ 
dens as a 2-year-old for $300,000. 

Safely Kept's success moved her 
dam into an entirely different league 
when it came to matings. Partner's 
Hero, by Danzig, was bred on a foal 
sharing arrangement by the Haydens 
and Gilman Investment Co., and sold 
by them as a yearling at Saratoga for 
$390,000. His purchaser at the sale was 
trainer D. Wayne Lukas's client Cam 
Horton, who campaigned Partner's 
Hero in partnership with several other 
family members. The Hortons operate a 
family business, D.R. Horton Custom 
Homes, in Dallas, Tex., and Atlanta, Ga. 

Partner's Hero entered stud this sea¬ 
son at Northview Stallion Station in 
Chesapeake City, Md.

Weather Vane, the voters' unani¬ 
mous choice as the top Maryland-bred 
older female runner in 1998, earned her 
title the hard way—making at least one 
start every single month throughout the 
year, competing only in stakes, and fin¬ 
ishing first, second or third in ten of her 
14 tries. 


The Richard W. Delp trainee won her 
first and last starts of the season, both at 
Laurel—the (January 4) Francis Scott 
Key Stakes and (December 13) Contrary 
Rose Stakes. In between were four vic¬ 
tories, each more impressive than the 
last: 

•The Geisha Handicap on Maryland 
Spring Challenge Day, April 18 at Pimli¬ 
co; 

• Pimlico's six-furlong Skipat 
Stakes, June 20, run in l:09ys; 

• A spectacular 11-length triumph in 
Timonium's Alma North Handicap 
(September 5); 

• A frontrunning, three-length tour 
de force in the Maryland Department of 
Transportation Distaff on Maryland 
Million Day, October 17, at Laurel. 

All told. Weather Vane earned 
$330,425 as a 4-year-old, pushing her 
career total to $724,533. 

By a $750 stallion—Willard Scott, 
who stands at Plane Tree Farm in Chesa¬ 
peake City—out of a broodmare pur¬ 
chased for $1,000—But in Vain (by Shel¬ 
ter Half)—Weather Vane was the 
ultimate family horse. She was bred by 
her trainer's son. Bill Delp, and cam¬ 
paigned for Par Four Racing Stable, a 
partnership consisting of Bill Delp, his 
wife Sherri, brother Gary and father-in- 
law Pete Dillon. 

Weather Vane had a career-ending 
injury during a workout at Pimlico on 
December 29, and was retired to the 
Delps' Kris-Nic Farm in Baldwin. She 
was to be bred this season to Northview 
stallion Not for Love.

Omart Jaune leapt to the forefront of 
an unusually deep Maryland-bred 
steeplechase division to run off with the 
championship. 

His class and consistency were un¬ 
matched among his peers. Only once in 
his seven 1998 steeplechase starts did 
the gelding, described as a "young 9- 
year-old," finish worse than third. And 
his two wins were both stakes. 

Smart Jaune got everyone's attention 
with a seven and a quarter-length rout 
in his first outing of the season, the Pal¬ 
metto Federal Imperial Cup-NSA3 at 
Aiken, S.C., on March 21, and ended his 
fall campaign with a flourish, capturing 
the Crown Royal Stakes at Callaway 
Gardens, Pine Mountain, Ga., on No¬ 
vember 7. 

One of a handful of horses ever to be 
a multiple stakes winner of more than 
$100,000 on the flat, then go on to gain 
that same distinction over jumps. Smart 
Jaune was bred by Neville Roy McKay's 
Hidden Lane Stable. By longtime Mary¬ 
land sire Smarten (now pensioned), he 
was produced from the French-bred 
mare Ocre Jaune (Fr), a stakes-placed 
runner in her home country. 

Smart Jaune was purchased private¬ 
ly by the late Vincent Moscarelli in the 
spring of his yearling season. Moscarelli 
consigned the future champion to the 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Two-Year-Olds 
in Training sale, where he was pur¬ 
chased on a $42,000 bid by Joseph P. 
Clancy, agent. Smart Jaune has cam¬ 
paigned throughout his career for high¬ 
ly successful Cochranville, Pa., horse¬ 
man George Strawbridge Jr., and has 
earned $271,551 from 55 career starts. 

The gelding helped boost his owner 
to the top of the National Steeplechase 
Association standings in 1998, and es¬ 
tablish his conditioner Sanna Neilson as 
the leading NSA trainer by races won. 
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All-time Maryland-bred money winners
